| French Thank Canadians BREAD OF WLP BULBS 


Establishment of Hospital for the 

Soldiers is Deeply Appreciated 

Hon. George Perley gave some in- 
teresting particulars regarding fhe 
French hospital which has been estab- 
lished through the liberality of the 
Canadian government, who for some 
time back voted a hundred thousand 
dollars for the purpose. The idea of 
the Canadian government at first was 
to have a hospital in Paris for general 
use, to be maintained by Canada. The 
Krench government, however, repre- 
sented that it would not be conven- 
ient to have a hospital in Paris, Ac- 
cordingly Canada decided to vote 
twenty thousand pounds for its estab- 
lishment wherever suitable for the 
French authorities. The hospital is 
now established at Dinard, and is in 
full working order, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Ducworth Barker, receiving 
the wounded of all branches of the 
allies daily. Philip Roy, Canadian re- 
presentative to France, and M. Del- 
casse, foreign minister, has asked 
Colonial Secretary Harcourt once 
again to express the thanks of the 
French governmen. to the Domimon 
of Canada for their liberality.

Mixed Farming

Today mixed farming is becoming a 
common practic», with capital results 
to everybody, according to the advices 
Indicated. This extension of mixed 
farming is having its: economic show- 
ing in the west in the variety of pro- 
duction for the home market, This 
market is steadily extending by the 
introductfon of manufactures, These 
are nascent, for the employment on 
the one hand, while on the other the 
mixed farming gives to the industrial 
population the supplies which other- 
wise would have to be found else- 
where. There is thus.an equipoiseset 
up between the two which is mutually 
beneficially. Most of the cities and 
towns in the west have their own man- 
ufactures, while outside these towns 
and cities one can find the mixed 
farm raising stock and vegetables for 
the industrial workers,

German spies or goods made in 
Germany have little chance of getting 
into Canada on account cf the partic- 
ular stringency of the regulations of 
the customs and immigration depart- 
ments, They have been greatly tight- 
ened since the war began. 

People crossing the border to Can- 
ada or arriving at Canadian ocean 
ports are now’ subjected to much 
more questioning than heretofore. It 
is necessary to establish in minute 
detail identity and citizenship, to 
give particulars as to parentage, na- 
tionality, purpose of entering Can- 
ada, proposed length and object of 
visit as well as an account of move- 
ments in the past ten years.

Acorns, Chestnuts, Peas and Beans 
Hive Also Been Used for 
Flour 
Soon after the pressure of the war 
began to be felt in continental Europe, 
it was reported that the people of 
Holland were using tulips for bread— 
that is, that they were grinding the 
bulbs into flour and baking loaves of 
‘this, Bread has been baked of many 
things that grow besides tulip bulbs. 
The use of potato flour is well known 
in Kurope, and it forms a part of the 
soldiers’ war bread of Germany and 
Austria, not only because it is nutri- 
tious and well flavored, but because 
when combined with wheat flour it 
lends a sort of permanency to the 
bread which keeps it from growing 
stale as soon as it otherwise would. 
With the remarkable development of 
the banana growing industry and the 
increase in the consumption of this 
fruit thrcughout a large part of the 
world has come the proposal that the 
fruit when dried can be ground into 
flour, of which excellent bread may 
be made, s#xperiments on a some- 
what more extensive scale than 
laboratory operations have been car 
ried out and it has been reported that 

these have been successful. 

It has been assumed by investigat- 
ors of the subject that perhaps the 
earliest form of bread was prepared 
from beech nuts and acorns, and bak- 

cakes of crushed acorns or acorn 
meal have been eaten from immemor 
{al times by the American Indians, 
and are still eaten by some of the re 
maining tribes on the Pacific coast. In 
the ethnological exhibit in the 
National Museum figures of Indians at 
work making acorn bread may be 
seen, It is not the raw acorn that is 
used. Everybody who has bitten into 
a fresh acorn knows that the meat is 
somewhat bitter and that, containing 
a high percentage of tannin, it is de- 
cidedly astringent. The flour of 
acorns is unfit to be eaten until it 
has been long soaked in boiling water, 
but after the tannin hag been extract- 
ed the meat or the meal is sweet, 
| palatable and nourishing. 

The practice of baking bread or 
cakes from pounded or ground grains 
of all kinds is older than written 
history. whe earliest Egyptians baked 
cakes of durra, or sorghum, and these 
cakes have been found in the oldest 
tombs. In the courtyard of every 
house in Chaldea was an oven for 
baking bread of beaten grain, and 
evidences of grain pounding and cake 
baking have been found in the Swiss 
lake dwellings that date back into the 
Stone Age. In Southern Europe chest- 
nut bread made of the flour of. finely 
ground chestnut meats has long been 
used, and to some extent still is eaten 
in Italy and Spain. The flour of peas, 
beans and other leguminous geeds is 
aiso baked into cakes and in South 
America the meal of the tapioca plant 
is employed for making bread. 

Buckwheat is a non-cereal flour, 
yet its virtues are known and re- 
spected by every man, woman and 
child in Canada. Everybody has a 
grateful word to say for ‘the happy 
cakes made from buckwheat flour, 
There are many species of millet, and 
flour for tread and cake making is ob- 
tained from all of them, and is largely 
consumed in Southern Europe and in 
Asia, Rye bread and corn bread, or 
“maize” bread, as it is better known 
in nearly all other parts of the world 
outside of Canada, have done much 
and will continue to do much for the 
sustenance and support of the human 
race, Oat cakes and barley bread 
have contributed liberally of them- 
selves to making life worth living. 
Bread fruit, or the fruit of the tree 
known by botanists as Artocarpus 
is an important and valuable article of 
food among the people of tha tropical 
{islands of the Pacific Ocean. Baked, 
{ts tsaste is described as very 
much like that of white pota- 
toes and milk. It is globular and of 
about the size of a cantaloupe, It is 
used as a vegetab‘e and eaten with 
meat and gravy, or, combined with 
milk, sugar and butter, is made into 
an excellent pudding. Often the fruit 
{s dried and then reduced to flour, of 
which bread and puddings are maue. 
It is called bread fruit, not alone be- 
cause its flavor is suggestive of well 
baked wheat bread, but because its 
flavor is such that one never tires or 
it, and because it is the islanders’ 
staff of life, bearing the same rela- 
tion to them that breac does to a 
large portion ot the human family.— 
Montreal Star.

DETAILS OF LORD KITCHENER’S 
NEW ARMY OF TWO MILLION MEN 


VOLUNTEERS WHO KNOW WHAT THEY FIGHT FOR 


Present Policy of the Allies is to Bide their time while the Enemy 


Becomes Exhausted in Offensive Tactics—Allies will 
Take Offensive Measures in the Spring 


Details are now permitted to be pub- 
lished of the new armics comprising 
the two million men Lord Kitchener 
proposes to throw into the field at the 
decisive moment some time next yeur, 
The present policy of the allies is to 
bide their time, let the enemy exhaust 
himself go far as he may by maintain- 
ing his offensive in France and Fland- 
ers far from his base, and then, wien 
the attack has taken its full toll and 
winter and disease have done their 
share to push a vigorous offensive un- 
til not a German soldier remains on 
the left bank of the Rhine. All this 
pre-supposes that the present line of 
defence in Fra.ce and Flanders will 
be maintained practically unbroken, 
Military experts say that the French 
armies, with the co-operation of Brit- 
ish Imperial Troops, can guard that. 
So long as the Royal Navy remains in 
command of the narrow seaf and bot- 
tles up the German high sea fleet in 
the Elbe or at Wilhelmshaven, just 
that long reinforcements of trained 
men can be sent at any time at very 
short notice out of England to the 
point where needed. The general pub- 
lic would possibly be agreeably gsur- 
prised did they know just now many 
trained and equipped men of all arms 
are at the present moment available 
at British depots, but are being held 
back simply because the situation 
does not warrant their immediate use 
nor the added difficulties of attending 

«to the comfort and well teing of many 
thousand more troops at the front. 

Theo last three months have witness- 
ed an unparalelled expansion of the 
British army. Many more regular 
divisions have been orgasized than 
fl.yone dreamed of before the war, 
The territorial units have in most 
cases been duplicated and in some 
triplicated. The special reserve have 
been similarly expanded and almost 
all these units, old and new, have 
been brought up to. war establishment, 
Lastly, four new armies, each of six 
divisions or three army corps, have 
been orgaaized and are in process of 
training, while the Dominions have 
not been backward in emulating the 
activity of the mother country and In- 
dia is also preparing to send army 
after army to Britain’s aid. Britain 
was found unprepared for war on 
land. The public had been told for 
years that the navy guaranteed their 
safety, and the last thing even the 
alarmist figured on, was that she 
would shortly be employing enormous 
masses of troops on the continent 
alongside of and opposed to the great 
continental conscription armies. 

The outstanding difficulty is 
the two million men Britain may ex- 
pect to have in the field before the 
close of next year are volunteers, 
every mother’s son of them, and fight 
not from compulsion but by choice 
and with a very definite idea of what 
they are fighting for. The war office 
wos therefore handicapped at the 
start by a total lack of organization 
required for operations on so gigantic 
a scale, and also lacl: of arms, am- 
munition and equipment of all kinds. 
What was available was the highly 


that 


trained expeditionary force of 170,000 
men and this was flung into the gap 
to hold the gate until the great raw 
mass could be moulded into trained 
army corps. Every factory in Britain 
was working day and night turning 
out equipment and in the space ot 
three months much of the ground lost 
through unpreparedness has _ been 
won back. Most people know how 
well the special reserve and the te- 
serve regiments of cavalry which still 
average 2,000 men each, are maintain- 
ing the strength of the expeditionary 
.orce, Many also know that the ter- 
ritorials, after three months’ hard 
training, have become efficient troops 
and that they not only provide a 
large force of mobile divisions for 
nome defence, but have relieved the 
regulars for many purposes abroad 
anu like the London Scottish have 
taken their turn in the Belgium 
trenches. But few people know any- 
thing about the armies of recent 
creation. 
| Army orders for September and Oc- 
tober described the organization on 
broad lines. The 10th to the 14th 
divisions the second new army; the 
2ist to the 26th divisions the third 
new army; and the 27th to the 32nd 
divisions came up by selection from 
the duplicate reserve battalions, form 
the fourth new army. The new bat- 
talions are raised as additional bat- 
tallons of the line infantry and are 
known as service battalions. The re- 
cruits are clothed and equipped at the 
depots, and thence sent to training 
centres, where they are incorporated 
as far as possible in regiments be- 
longing to the county from which the 
recruits are drawn. The territorial 
connection is thus preserved. The 
recruits are much older than the boys 
who usually join the army and their 
physique is decidedly guperior. There 
has been almost no sickness, They 
come from all classes. The gentleman 
and the coal heaver stand side by 
side in,the ranks. The conduct and 
spirit of the nen .s all that can be 
desired, there being very little crime 
and wonderful keenness of all ranks. 
The officers live among the men and 
share all their labors. The men have 
enlisted to fight and are tigers to 
work, All are pulling together for the 
one great object. 
All this has not becn brought about 
without some hardships and difficul- 
ties to be overcome. But the first new 
army, under General Archibald Hunt- 
er at Aldershot has now passed suc- 
cessfuly that stage. The men of the 
new armies do not grumble because 
they know the immense difficulties 
which beset Lord Kitchener when he 
togk office, and eyery discomfort is 
taken witan-the utmost good humor. 
The excellence of the material, the 
fine quality and the head work of 
officers and of the N.C.O.'s, the good 
progress. of training and _ cheerful 
spirit of emulation which exists 
throughout ihe training centres,. give 
assurance that in due time these first 
four of the new armies will not Le 
dilatory to stand behind the splendid 
British regulars now in France. 


Why Japan is for Britain 


Japan is Ready to Defend That For 
Which British Are Ready to 
Die 


In an article entitled “Japan and 
the European Armageddon,” Count 
Shigenobu Okuma, the prime minister, 
writing in the Japan Magazine abcut 
the war, says some forceful things 
avout Japan’s relation to the west, 

“It will be our one ambition at this 
time,” he writes, ‘to show the west 
what it is slow to believe—that we 
can work harmoniously with great 
Occidental powers to support and 
protect the highest ideals of civiliza- 
tion, even to the cxtent of dying for 
them. Not only in the Far East, but 
anywhere else that may be necessary, 
Japan is ready to lay down her life 
for the principles that the foremost 
nations will die for. It is to be in line 
with these nations that she is at this 
time opposing and fighting what she 
believes to be opposed to these prin- 
ciples.” 

The premier continues: “She _ en- 
tered the alliance with Great Britain 
to stand for and die for what Anglo- 
Saxons are everywhere ready to de- 
tend even unto death, It is Japaa’s 
aim and ambition to participate in all 
world-movements toward noble diplo- 
macy, international relations and the 
principle of equal opportunity and 
peace, and to p:event by any proper 
means the outbreak or continuance of 
bloodshed between nations. Japan's 
relation to the present conflict is as a 
defender of the things that make for 
higher civilization and a more perman- 
ent perce.’ 

Count Okuma devotes considerable 
space to an historical resume of the 
causes of the present international 
war. Speaking generally, he thinks 
that war is always due to an uneven- 
ness of advancement in the progress 
of civilization, which, like water, 
must find its level. When its force 
is obstructed there will be violence 
and bloodshed. War is also a result 
of the pressure offered in resistance 
to the growth of civilization. 

Speaking in particular, the  pre- 
mier in inclined to find the root of 
the present war in the weakness of 
the Balkan peninsula, “Like China,” 
he affirms, “it is a seething crater in 
the world’s diplomacy, From condi- 
tions apaprently insignificant in them- 
selves half the world can be set on 
fire and plunged into distress and de- 
cimated.”

Few Wounded Soldiers Die 


Dr. 


Osler Anticipates New Low 

Record For Mortality 

It is very natural to suppose that 
most of the fatalities of war are the 
result of wounds, but that this is far 
from the case is shown by some inter- 
esting records contained in an article 
in the special war issue of the Scien- 
tific American of November 7, which 
gives the following figures; 

In the Crimean war, out of every 
thousand of French troops 2386 died 
by disease and only 64 from wounds, 
Among the English troops the corres- 
ponding figures were 179 and 47, Nap 
oleon in the march to Moscow lost 
two-thirds of his army, though he 
fought only one general engagement, 
The Russian armies operating against 
him lost in the course of five months 
four-fifths of their strength. The 
losses of the federal armies in the 
civil war in two years amounted to 
53.2 deaths in the thousand, of which 
only 8.6 were caused’ by wounds, the 
remainder, 44.6 being by sickness, 

In the Franco-Prussian war the 
losses of the Germans were 34.7 a 
thousand from wounds and only 30 a 
thousand from sickress. This is ex- 
plained partly by the shortness of the 
campaign (seven months) and partly 
by the fact that the Germans were 
greatly superior in numbers and were 
able to send their sick home. In the 
Russo-Japanese war the ratio of 
deaths by sickness to deaths from 
wounds was three to one among 
Russians and two to one among the 
Japanese. As for ‘he present war in 
Europe, Sir William Osler has made 
the following observations: 

“I think this war will set a new 
record for low mortality among the 
wounded, Formerly, with the best first 
aid and hospital work, a mortality 
record of five to six per cent. of those 
who reached the base hospitals was 
considered creditable. Up _ to date 
there has been but one fatality out of 
more than seven hundred wounded 
who have reached the base hospital 
at Oxford. This death was caused by 
tetanus. Thus it has been estimated 
that in the Russo-Turkish war (1877- 
1878) the cost of one human life was 
$15,000; in the Russo-Japanese war it 
was $20,400. In the Franco-Prusstan 
| war it was exceptionally high, viz., 

$21,000. This is due to the small 
number of great battles.”

A great many people are studying 
its pages just now, and a great many 
more might study them with ad- 
vantage—but that is a side issue. 

“Everything connected with the 
kitchen should be scrupulously 
clean.” That is the very first para- 
graph of this admirable work. “The 
walls of the kitchens will be swept 
in the early morning before they be- 
come damp from steam, The win- 
dows will be cleaned at least once a 
week; during the day they will be 
kept open at the top to ventilate the 
kitchen. 

Note those “wills.” There you have 
the real army touch. ‘‘there is no 
polite scattering ot good advice about 
the army cookery book. Certain 
things are advisabie—and they will 
be done. * * * One gets a com- 
forting 
cooks sweeping their kitchen walls 
every morning, not so much for the 
scke of hygiene as because it is so 
commanded in the King’s Regulations, 
And that, after all, is no bad way or 
getting things done,

ing food is of deep interest may study 
in foilowing pages the instructions 


.or the use ol improved apparatus, | 


of iron ovens, steel boilers, combined 
apparatus, and other apparatus. All 
cucse are imbued with the spirit of 
the army. One apparatus, for 
instance, demands 1% pound of woou 
and 7 lbs. of coal betore it will begin 
work in the morning, and its sub- 
sequent meals must consist of 6 lbs. 
of coal. Thus treated it is required 
to boil water in one hour and to get 
the oven hot enough for cooking in 
forty-five minutes. If it fails to do 
this one imagines that the apparatus 
will hear something from the ser- 
geant cook, or be condemned to eat 
coke for eight days. 

But I said that the book ought to be 
called The Book of the Onion, and 
that needs explaining. Well, in the 
section devoted to the various ar- 
ticles of diet there is a paragraph 
devoted to onions. “This well known 
vegetable,” it says, “may ve regardeu 
either as a condiment or as an ar- 
ticle of real nourishment. As a slight 
flavoring it is considered an im- 
provement to nearly all made dishes.’ 

That is the general principle, In 
the recipes which follew its applica- 
tion is illustrated. Altogether there 
are 39 recipes for cooking meat, and 
in 29 of these the fragment and estim- 
able onion is included among the in- 
gredients, Is the dish baked meat 
with potatoes? Onions are on the list 
of necessary materials. They are es- 
sential to brown curry stew with 
rice; meat pie woulu not deserve its 
name without them; steamed meat 
with haricot beans derives half its 


barley soup, and tomato soup all re- 
quire onions to poring them. to per- 
fection, One trembles to think what 
may be the fate of the unlucky sold- 
jier who hates the very thought of 
onions. 

But if the onion 1s in evidence in 
peace, in the placed cookery of the 


war, At the end of the manual there 
are recipes for field cookery—the 
sort of thing that can be done in 
haste while the enemy is lobbing 
shells over the sky line. There are 
fourteen recipes, and all but two of 
them include onions, 


But, after all, the onion is a fas- 
cinating vegetable, and it is not like- 
ly that Mr, Atkins complains. vehem- 
ently if most of his meals have a 
touch of its characteristic flavor, In- 
deed, in the recent weeks of furious 
campaigning it is possible that he 
may have been longing for a touch 
of its fragrance to relieve the mon- 
otony of bully beef. 

Yes, as you may learn from the 
manual, many things can be done 
with bully beef. Every soldier car- 
ries a mess tin, a well made, water- 
tight affair, which will stand fire and 
can be used for cooking. Put your 
bully beef into the tin, add some 
water and an onion commandeered 
from the nearest garden, and boil it 
over a little fire. Whether you call 
the result Irish stew or sea pie, it 
will be warm and comforting, heart- 
ening for the work that lies before.— 
London Daily Mail.

It is necessary to con- 
centrate our energies on the repulse 
of our enemies, for, otherwise, they 
aim to transform our free country 
in‘o enslaved and degraded provinces 
of Russia and Fran:ze, 

“If Germany is dear to you; if the 
culture and faith of the nation and 
Emperor are dear to you, you will 
offer the enemy a worthy resistance, 
Do not make a sirgle step backward 
into our country. Remezaber that be- 
hind us destruction threatens; it is 
only before us that happiness lies, 
For country, for glory, forward,

War in the air, abous which we 
have talked for some time past, is a 
very real thing today, contained in the 
| high tribute General French pays to

Spratt made it 
known to the German, whose name 
; was Heisden, that he had his gun 
| trained on him. The German signalled 
; that he would surrender, and planed 
downwards. When he was about a 
| hundred feet from the ground, how- 
ever, he tried to escape, but Lieuten- 
ant Spratt did not hesitate for a mo- 

ment. He simply dropped on the 
{enemy from the height of a hundred 
| feet, sustaining injuries himself, but 
securing his prisoner and smashing 
the German machine, 

It is a graphic story, too, which 
comes from Aisne. A German aero- 
plane, flying high, visited the British 
lines with <he object of reconnoiteriag. 
As the machine hovered overhead, 
well out of the line of fire, a British 
aviator shot up to the attack. The 
German saw his adversary, and at- 
tempted to attack from above, Shots 
were ‘fired, but they missed their 
mark, Steadily the British aviator 
mounted, endeavoring to get above 
the German, shots being constantly 
exchanged as the two machines, look- 
ing exceeuingly like great birds in 
combat, manoeuvred swiftly arounu 
one anotler. Suddenly the British 
swung above. More shots were ex- 
changed and the German machine was 
seen to reel and stagger, and then 
slowly come to the ground. The 
German pilot was wounded, and once 
more the Britisn aviator had proved 
his superiority and skill.

It was impossible for Nesteroff, 
however, to take any certain aim uc 
the Austrian, and realizing that it was 
above all else necessary to prevent 
him returning to the Austrian lines 
with the valuable news he had gath- 
ered, he nerved himself for a supreme 
effort, and launched his aerial craft 
full tilt at his foe. The machines 
came together with a crash and de- 
scended to the ground interlocked, 
both aviators being killed. Nestero‘f’s

450 French Defy 10,000 Germans 

For five days the little fort of 
Troyon, with its garrison of 450 men, 
defied 10,000 Germans on the Meuse. 
After two days’ bombardment the 
enemy tried to carry the fort. They 
got within ten yards of it, but fell in 
such numbers that they had to with- 
draw. The next day they summoned 
the garrison to surrender, ‘‘Never!” 
was the reply. “Then we shall shell 
you with our heavy guns until you 
and your fort are but a heap of cin- 
ders,"" They almost had time to carry 
out their threat before relief came. 
When the siege was raised practically 
nothing was left of the fort, while over 
half of its defenders had been buried 
alive in the ruins. The captain in 
command was wounded in twenty- 
eight places, and his lieutenant had a 
leg blown off. Every regiment that 
passes now has orders to halt and to 
render the garrison military honors in 
recognition of their unparalleled 
heroism.

To Baron Fisher of Kilverstone to- 
day the eyes ot the British empire 
are turned. Britons look to him to 
wipe out the memory of the South 
Pacific naval engagement with a 
British triumph. It was only a few 
days after he had been calied in to 
take the place of First Sea Lord left 
vacant by the resignation of Prince 
Louis of Battenberg that the South 
Pacific engagement took place, and 
Gormany had to be credited with the 
nost important naval victory of the 
war. The new Sea_ Lord could not 
in any degree be held responsible for 
this disaster, but we may be sure he 
tcok it to heart, and that before long 
he will efface its memory with a Brit- 
ish victory should the opportunity oc. 
cut. We may be equally sure that 
he will not be stung by public clam- 
our to attempt the impossible. Ha 
cares little or nothing for public opin- 
ion. He knows his business, and 
when the time comes he will prove 
it to any part of the world that may 
entertain doubt on the subject. 

Oddly enough, while Prince Louis 
was forced to resign because he was 
not of pure British ancestry, the man 
whom everybody demanded to see as 
hig successor is only half British. 
His mother was a Singalese lady of 
high caste, and it is said that in 
Baron Fisher’s characier one may see 
the hardy, rugged qualities of the 
Briton intermingled with the more 
wily and cautious Oriental strain. 
But no matter what his ancestry 
might have been, there can be no 
doubt that he more than any other 
living man possesses the full confid- 
ence of both the navy and the gen- 
eral public. It was Lord Rosebery 
who spoke of him as the ‘Kitchener 
of the navy.” It is no secret that 
Kitchener is not loved. Neither is 
Fisher. He is too stern a disciplin- 
arian, too harsh on offenders, too 
stony to appeals for leniency because 
a culprit happens to be a personal 
friend,-and he has an almost uncan- 
ny habit of knowing everything about 
everybody under his command. ‘Con- 
found him!" said an officer who serv- 
ed under him in the West Indies. “I 
believe he could tell you the exact 
number of cocktails I drink every time 
I go ashore.” 

Baron Fisher’s knowledge of the 
navy and all that pertains to it was 
not acquired by any system of es- 


pionage. He knows the fleet be- 
cause he made it; he knows the offic- 
ers because he works from five 


o’clock in the morning to nine o’clock 
at night, becauses he studies nothing 
else. He entere. the navy at the 
age of thirteen, and he is now seven- 
ty-three, He has spent sixty years 

the service, and has held every 
office in it from that of midshipman 
to that of First Sea Lord. He was 
a captain at the bombardment of | 


Alexandria, ‘and afer the capture e 
the city he was called upon te form

How atrict he was in this office those 
who were with him have testified, 
He shot the guilty on sight, aad re 
stored order in a few hours. & {Ie 
said that some of his personal 
officers of his own ship, who were 
found with loot in their possesaion, 
were dealt with as sternly as though 
they had been enemies in arms, 

Never in his life has Baron Fisher 
said a word for publication. He 
could no more be interviewed thas 
the Sphinx. He is as silent as Kit 
chener. Nevertheless he has made 
occasional remarks that are remem 
bered. For example, it was :‘isher whe 
said that the frontiers of Britain 
should be the coa.ts of the enemy, 
He is no believer in what ts called 
“humane warfare,” and he illustrates 
his position by saying: “When 
have to wring a chickea’s neck 
you think about is wringing! it quick 
ly. You don’t give the chickem fm 
tervals for refreshment and recupes 
ation, It shoulc be the same with 
warfare.” He is reported to have 
made the remark yearg ago thet if 
he caught the crew of a hostile gub- 
marine in ume of war he would 
string them up to the yardarm, even 
if he had to face court martial after 
wards. Sor.e years ago, when the 
French Admiral Gervais visited Ports 
mouth with his fleet, Fisher was tolé 
off by Queen Victoria, for whom he 
had a great affection, to do the hom 
ors. In an interview her majesty 
expressed the wish that the visitor be 
most courteously treated. “Madam,” 
he replied, “I will even kiss him ff 
your majesty wishes it.” 

Nevertheless, Fisher was always 
adverse to alliances, particularly mart- 
time ones, for, as he said, “You can 
not shoot a friendly admiral for fg- 
norance or negligence.” This remark 
will euab’e one to understand why 
he ts not loved in the fleet. When he 
vas invited to become First Sea 
Lord he accepted only on certaim con- 
ditions. One was that he should be 
permitted to tadically change the 
whole theory of naval defence. It€ 
was Fisher who adopted the policy 
of keeping the great bulk of the em 
pire’s naval strength in the North 
Sea. Before his time the navy was 
scattered all over the world, fust ag 
it had been for one hundred years, 
Fisher, however, saw that the great 
battle of the future would be fought 
near the coast of England, and there 
he placed his Dreadnoughts, leaving 
only a few cruisers to guard the ship- 
ping routes in other parts of the 
earth. Under him the creadnought 
came into exist-nce. In fact, the 
modern navy is his work, and now 
he has been called back to use the 
tool that he creatcd.

Has Huge Sums Invested In Canada

The Canadian government has ask- 
cd the law officers of the crown in

Army of: Veterans Forbids Singing ‘Tipperary’ 


{ 
4 Very Strong Factor That Must ve, 
Reckoned Wit in the War of 
the Nations 
The spirit of the Servian people will 
aerit a conspicuous place :n the his- 
ory of the great Huropean war. The 
aanner in which this little people has 
adertaken the fight against its pow: | 
rful neighbor in the tace of almost 
inparalleicd difficulties is such as to; 
ill the looker-on with the profoundest 

dmiration, 

They were taken at a moment of ab- 
solute unreadiness. Within the short 
space of two years they had fought 
.wo wars and undertaken a punitive 
xpedition against the Albanian tribes- 
nen. The’ men were worn out with 
Jrolongéd service in the battlefield, 
land lay uncultivated, homes unrepair- 
ed, uniforms were tattered, military 
stores exhausted, finances at an’ ap- 
pallingly low ebb, and the need for 
peace and recuperation had expanded 
from a mere comprehensible desire to 
an urgent national necessity. 

Orders for clothing, rifles, cannon, 
ammunition, stores and Red Cross 
supplies of varied descriptions had 
been placed, but not executed, and it 
was in the midst of this period of re- 
paration that Austria delivered her de- 
claration of war. 

The men responded to the call with 
a remarkable enthusiasm, Clothed in 
the tatters of uniforms that had al- 
ready served through two wars, they 
shouldered their guns and set off from 
the homes they had rejoined but six 
months previously. The authorities, 
on their part, collected the material 
which had remained over from past 
conflicts. ‘hey found themselves with 
more soldiers than rifles, more cannon 
than ammunition adequately to feed 
them) more recruits than uniforms, 
more feet than boots to cover them. 

The wastage had been great, and 
the animals which remained were not 
improved by the incessant work of 
the previous years. Servia is in an 
enormous degree dependent upon her 
oxen transport, for railway traction is 
confined to the European line which 
traverses the country from north to 
south, plus one or two .mall gauge 
roads which branch therefrom. 

Yes despite all these obstacles, 
which many nations would have found 
insurmountable, Servia again placed 
her entire manhood under arms and 
went forth to battle for the liberty of 
the southern Slavs. The mobilization 
and concentration were quickly ef- 
fected. Here, previous experience 
and the fact that a concentration in 
the centre of,the -ountry was neces- 
sitated by the well hidden intentions 


of the enemy, greatly facilitated the 
operation. 
The troops were foregathered at 


Palanka, Arangeloxatz and Lazarevatz 
ready to move north, east‘o> west, as 
Austrian tactics might necessitate and 
when the invaders came over the bor: 
der on the Drina and hurled their 
forces at Valievo, the Servian armies 
swung round by forced marches, 100 
miles in three days, fell upon their 
enemies in the Jadar valley and on the 
Tzer mountain. 

Within five days of their advance 
the Austrians were back in Bosnia, 
sadder but distinctly wiser soldiers. 
So ended the celebrated ‘‘punitive ex- 
pedition” which cost Austria at least 
40,000 men, an enormous mass of mat- 
erial which they left behind in their 
hurried flight back across the Drina 
river. It was the first great victory 
secured by the allied armies. 

According to the Austrian communi- 
cation issued in explanation of the de- 
feat, the Servian army was not to be 
taken seriously, and th proof of this 
statement, it was insinuated that mili- 
tary operations against King Peter’s 
kingdom had reached their satisfac- 
tory conclusion, and that the army 
wag to be transferred to the Russian 
frontier. In effect the IV. army 
corps, with part of the V.. and one 
division of the IX., were transported 
to Galicia. The Austrian general 
staff were, however, under no delusion 
as to the real state of affairs. The 
famous Balkan army had been serious- 
ly thrashed, the “punitive expedition” 
had been a failure and the Servian 
army was a force to be reckoned with. 

Moreover, matters were going bad- 
ly in Galicia and a victory of some 
sort, even over Servia, became an ur- 
gent necessity. Thereupon the divi- 
sions which had been defeated in the 
Yader valley and upon the Tzer moun- 
tains were brought up to full strength 
and reinforced by entirely new units. 
For this purpose the garrisons of Bos- 
nia were reduced to the lowest pos- 
sible strength and the men sent up to 
the frontier, 

Then began tho real offensive 
against Valievo and an invasion was 
attempted along the entire Drina frun- 
tier from its junction with the Save 
to as far south as Luibovia. In the 
northern section the Austrians were 
repulsed with heavy losses, but be- 
tween Loznitza and Liubovia they got 
across the river in force. 

The Serbs have not sufficient troops 
to hold the entire line, and they there- 
fore retreated, while ths divisions 
which had meantime effected an inva- 
sion of Hungarian territory at Semlin 
were brought up to reinforce, 

The operations once accomplished, 
the Austrians were attacked in turn 
and driven back west of a chain of 
mountains which represents the strat- 
egic if not the actual Austro-Serbian . 
frontier between Loznitza and Liub-} 
ovia, ‘ 

They now hold a small corner of 
mountainous terrain radiating from 
Zvornic and a strip of marshland be- 
tween Mitroxitza and Drenevatz in the 
extreme northwestern corner of Ser- 
via. Subsequent fighting has been con- 
fined to their unsuccessful attempts 
to occupy the strategic position now 
in the hands of Servia,

Commander Hvans, backed up by Jos; 
Daniels, secretary of the navy, in for- 
bidding the singing of “Tipperary” in 
the United States navy, the New 
York World says, editorial'y: 

“Secretary Dan‘els agrees with 
Lieut. Commander Daniels that it is 
a violation of neutrality for the men 
in the navy to sing ‘Tipperary.’ We 
had never suspected that American 
neutrality was such a delicate and 
easily dislocated institution, but we 
are bound to take the secretary's 
word for it, especially when his 
civilian judgment is sustained by the 
expert opinion of a Lieut. Command- 
er. 
“This means, presumably, that the 
marine band must hereafter cease to 
give aid and comfort to the German- 
Austrian-Turkish alliance by playing 
the Blue Danube Waltz. We take it 
that ‘Amer‘ca’ will pass into the cate- 
gory of forbidden music also, because 
its tune is not only the tune of ‘God 
Save the King,’ but ‘Hail Der Im 
Siegerkrauz,’ making it a double vio- 
lation of neutrality. 

“We regret also to roport that cer- 
tain goodly but neutral church folk 
persist in singing a hymn, the music 


of which is the music of ‘Gott erhalte 


Franz Den Kaiser,’ as well as of 
‘Deutschland uber alles.’ This ‘must 
be stopped,, lest it prove a tempta- 
tion to naval chaplains, 

“Dedicated as he is to noble deeds, 
we are sure that Secretary Daniels 
will do his full duty in gsquelching 
both neutral a d contraband music 
in the sea service of the United 
States, nor can we believe that it will 
prove a difficult task,

German Armies in the Field 


Germany Has 58/% Army Corps Fight- 
ing on Two Battle Fronts 

A semi-official communication con- 
cerning the German armies in the 
field has been made public in Paris. 

“Germany at present has at her dis- 
posal twenty-five and a half active 
army corps, of which 21% are oper 
ating against France and four against 
Russia. Of the thirty-three German 
reserve army corps 22% are now em- 
ployed against France and 10% 
against Russia. 

“These figures show’ that there is 
a total of 581%4 army corps, active or 
reserve, fighting for Germany on the 
two front:, and not 100 army corps 
as has erroneously been stated by the 
German government. 

“If the territorial units (landwehr) 
of which nothing was said ia the Ger- 
man official note, are taken into ac- 
count, it will be seen that eight 
Landwehr army corps are engaged 
against France and seven against Rus- 
sia—that is to say, in the two fronts 
thirty territorial divisions.” 


For an Imperial Parllament 

Speaking at the Royal Colonial In- 
stitute, London, Henry Ellis of West- 
ern Australia, urged the  establish- 
ment of a truly imperial parliament 
for the administration of foreign, 
naval and financial policies, 

The United Kingdom would in this 
probably have the fundamental voice 
of at least three to one, and the 
Dominions would send representative 
experts in higher political matters oa 
a proportionate | asis.

George II. was 
that monarch, and in the field of Det- 
tingen, in Bavaria, he showed personal 
bravery and skilled generalship.

Between the gaps in 
their ranks slipped the Gurkhas. They 
insinuated themselves like cats be- 
tween and under the barbed wire. 
Their kukris on their left hand dis- 
appeared in the enemy’s trenches then 
uzose a terrible medley of cries, the 
harsh battle of the attackers, and the 
groan or scream of the attacked, as 
Re terrible knife went home, In the 
umult of carnage the commands of 
German officers who sought to rally

Numerous British sailors who per- 
ished off the Chilean coast when the 
German fleet sank the cruiser Good 
Hope and Monmouth might have been
